The purpose of this memo is to notify you of the review committee’s findings and 
recommendations concerning the use of force incident which occurred on June 3, 2004. 


The Committee met on May 17, 2005, and consisted of myself and Commanders 
Kenneth Brazile (Commander of the Department) and Robert Binkley (FOR III). The 
Committee deemed: 


. as Unfounded the allegation that Deputy Roman Castillo E OAR the 
Departments Manual of Policy and Procedure section(s) 3-01/050.10, 
Performance to Standards, and 


. as Unfounded the allegation that Deputy Robert Heins MB MESS the 
Department's Manual of Policy and Procedure section(s) 3-01/050.10, 
Performance to Standards. 


The Committee further determined that the use of deadly force in this incident was 
within Department policy. The Committee directed the Unit Commander to conduct a 
tactical debriefing ofthe incident with the involved deputies covering the deputies' delay 
in initiating a radio broadcast of their foot pursuit as well as the Committee's other 
concerns.

This incident involves an officer-involved non - hit shooting, which occurred at 27" Street East and 
Avenue R-6, in Palmdale. The following personnel responded: FOR I Commander Donald A. 
Rodriguez; Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Rick Jennings, Sergeant Gregory Key and Sergeant 
Brian Morris; Office of Independent Review, Attorney Ben Jones; Force Training personnel. 


SUMMARY 
On Thursday, June 03, 2004, Deputies Roman Castillo and Robert Heins, assigned to the Palmdale 
Gang Enforcement Team (G.E.T.), were working unit W526A, in the city of Palmdale. Deputy 
Castillo was the driver and Deputy Heins was the passenger. While on routine patrol, both deputies 
observed a Green Chevrolet four-door Blazer containing four occupants. Castillo was driving north 
on 27" Street East, and was stopped at the intersection of 27" Street East and Avenue R-6, an 
intersection controlled by stop signs. The driver of the Blazer was traveling east on Avenue R-6. As 
Deputy Castillo made a left turn, and traveled west onto Avenue R-6, both he and Heins observed 
the driver and front passenger not wearing seat belts. Castillo asked the driver to pull over. The 
driver made a right turn and pulled over to the curb, parking the Blazer at the west curb line of 27^ 
Street East, just south of Avenue R-6. Castillo made a U-turn, pulling directly behind the suspect 
vehicle. As soon as Heins opened the radio car's right front passenger's door, the suspect vehicle's 
left side rear seat passenger's door opened. The rear seat passenger (later identified as Witness 
HM 11/16) exited the Chevrolet Blazer, dropping a large revolver wrapped in a blue bandana 
onto the street. EB A up the revolver and began runnin ay from the deputies. Heins 
yelled 417 (code for man with a gun). Both deputies yelled tor © stop but he did not.

However in this Shooting Review he 
will be referred to as a witness to the officer involved shooting. 


Deputy Castillo and Heins approached the suspect vehicle from their perspective sides and ordered 

the occupants to raise their hands. The remaining occupants of the vehicle cooperated, raising their 

hands as ordered. The deputies looked inside the suspect vehicle, and after not observing any 

weapons, initiated a foot pursuit of the armed fleeing subject (Witness | During the foot 

ursuit, turned toward Castillo and pointed the revolver at him. Castillo fired two rounds at 
missing him. 
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Mig. — diee running south on 27" Street East. 27^ Street East dead ends into the 
desert. As reached the end of the street, he turned west and ran parallel to a fence and into 
the desert. As Deputy Castillo reached the fence, he could see running. While running, 

turned toward Castillo and pointed a revolver at him. Castillo fearing for his safety, fired 
three rounds, missing Because of the hazards of chasing the subject into the desert (darkness, 
fleeing armed subject), the deputies did not pursue him any further. Castillo and Heins set up a 
containment via their hand-held radios MOM apprehended a short time later without incident. 


While the deputies were engaged in the foot pursuit, the suspects in the vehicle made a U-turn and 
drove away. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEES STATEMENTS: 

DEPUTY CASTILLO 

On June 03, 2004, Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Key and Morris interviewed Deputy Castillo, 
at Palmdale station. The interview was tape recorded. The following is a synopsis of that interview: 


Deputy Castillo stated that he and his partner, Robert Heins are assigned to the Palmdale Gang 
Enforcement Team (G.E.T.). On Thursday, June 03, 2004, they were working P.M. shift as Unit 
W526A, in the city of Palmdale. Deputy Castillo was the driver and Deputy Heins was the 
passenger. While on routine patrol, both deputies observed a Green Chevrolet four-door Blazer 
containing four occupants. Castillo was driving north on 27* Street East, and was stopped at the 
intersection of 27" Street and Avenue R-6, an intersection controlled by stop signs. The driver of the 
Blazer was traveling east on Avenue R-6. As Deputy Castillo made a left turn, and traveled west 
onto Avenue R-6, both he and Heins observed the driver and front passenger not wearing seat belts. 
Castillo asked the driver to pull over. The driver made a right turn and pulled over to the curb, 
parking the Blazer at the west curb line of 27" Street East, just south of Avenue R-6. Castillo made 
a U-turn, pulling directly behind the suspect vehicle. 


Deputy Castillo said that as soon as he and Deputy Heins opened their patrol vehicle's doors, the 
suspect vehicle's left side rear seat passenger's door opened. The rear seat passenger (later identified 
a Witness 16) jumped out of the vchicle and appeared to be fumbling with something. 
Castillo then saw drop a gun onto the street. Castillo heard his partner Deputy Hines say, 
“417 gun, he has a gun” (417 is code for man with a gun). — US up the gun, placed it in 
his waistband area, and began to run south on 27" Street East. 


As Witness ran. both deputies simultaneously approached the vehicle (Chevrolet Blazer) and 
began yelling “get your hands up, get your hands up, let me see your hands, let me see your hands." 
The remaining three occupants cooperated, placing their hands upward. Both deputies turned their 
attention to the armed fleeing juvenile (Witness | Deputies Castillo and Hines made a 
decision to pursue Castillo stated that the reason he chose to chase the fleeing juvenile is that 
the three occupants were being cooperative, not making furtive movements, and were completely 
still. Castillo also stated that earlier that evening (approximately five to seven minutes) they 
performed a traffic stop on the same street. At that time he noticed several people outside. He 
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recalled seeing citizens on the west side of the street standing, on the grass, talking. He also 
remembered seeing a house on the east side of the street with an open garage door. Inside of the 
garage was a woman and children playing. The fleeing juvenile Row vas running in the 
direction of both these locations. Fearing ould shoot someone or take a hostage, Castillo 
and Hines made a split second decision to pursue him. 


As the deputies pursued Witness EN. Castillo saw him fumbling around with his 
waistband, and looking back at them. The deputies continued chasing the subject. Deputies Castillo 
and Hines both yelled at HEE castillo stated that he was yelling o stop. He is unsure 
what Hines was yelling. 


Deputy Castillo saw a van parked in the driveway of a residence, on the westside of the street, He 
knew from being on the street earlier, that there were people on the other side of that van. Witness 

continued running in the street. As he got within a few houses from the end of the street, he 
turned around, ran backward, and with a sweeping motion pointed a gun at the deputies. Deputy 
Castillo described the gun as huge and thought Witness NM was going to shoot either him, his 
partner, or some citizens. Castillo fired two rounds at the subject. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Castillo stated that he was approximately twenty yards 
away from WitnessI ic first time he shot at him. (Exhibit B - Detective 
Marbach’s supplementary report.) 


Witness Lum running south on 27^ Street East. He turned west, running up an 
embankment that turned into a dirt field. As ran up the embankment, he stumbled, but 
continued running for approximately twenty yards. then turned to his right and with his left 
hand pointed the handgun at Deputy Castillo. Fearing that was going to shoot at him, Castillo 
fired two or three more rounds. Castillo was east of when he fired into the desert.

Deputy Castillo said that Heins used his hand-held radio to broadcast the officer involved shooting. 


Castillo used his hand-held radio to advise that Witness was armed and had pointed a 
handgun at him. A containment was established and was apprehended without further 
incident. 


During the foot pursuit, the driver of the suspect vehicle made a U-turn and drove away. 
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Deputy Castillo stated that he and Deputy Heins have been partners for approximately four years. 
During that time they talked and formulated a plan on what actions they would take if involved in 
foot pursuits. They agreed to stay together, stating, "where one goes, the other goes." He further 
stated that they did not verbally tell each other during the incident to chase Aiou: acted in 
unison. After the incident they talked to each other and agreed that they would not have chased 

| og he had been unarmed. The decision to pursue was out of concern for the citizens in the path 
of an armed fleeing subject (Witness =a 


Deputy Castillo did not write a supplementary report. 


DEPUTY HEINS 
On June 03, 2004, Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Key and Morris interviewed Deputy Hines at 
Palmdale Station. The interview was tape recorded. 


Deputy Heins stated substantially the same as Deputy Castillo. Heins added that within seconds of 
pulling the suspect vehicle over, the suspect vehicle’s left rear door opened. Heins immediately 
exited the patrol vehicle. Witness He xited the suspect vehicle, dropping the gun onto the 
street. Hines was able to clearly view the weapon and yelled, “415” (code for man with a gun). 


pum Heins said that he and Deputy Castillo detained the occupants in the vehicle, as Witness 


a on 27" Street East. Heins stated that he saw citizens standing on the sidewalk, 
directly in| path. Not feeling threatened by the cooperative occupants of the vehicle, and 
believing ight take a citizen as a hostage, Heins and Castillo decided to pursue 


Deputy Heins said that he chased Witness continuously velled for him to stop. He even 
tried to trick him by yelling I'm going to shoot you in the back. BRB € running south on 
the sidewalk, refusing to stop. As Heins chased [he illuminated him with his flashlight. 
Heins ran south, on the west sidewalk, while Deputy Castillo ran in the street at his side. Heins 
observed — turn toward them and lift up his gun. He then observed Castillo fire two rounds. 
When Castillo fired the first two rounds, there were citizens on the street. However, these citizens 
were behind him and were standing next to a van which was parked in the driveway of a residence 
on the west side of the street. Hines stated that he was running on the sidewalk and did not fire 
because he did not want to endanger any citizens. 


Witness [continued running south, down the sidewalk to the end of the street. [then 
turned west and ran into the desert. Deputy Castillo, who was now in front of Deputy Heins, yelled 
“no, no, don’t,” and fired his weapon two to three more times. 


Deputy Heins estimated that | — ES never more than fifty feet in front of them during the foot 
pursuit. Heins did not write a supplementary report. 
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DEPUTY GILLIS 
On June 03, 2004, Deputy Gillis wrote an Assault with a Deadly Weapon on a Peace Officer crime 
report, #404-10339-2608-055. (Exhibit A) The following is a synopsis of that report: 


Deputy Gillis is assigned to Operation Safe Street and works at Palmdale station as unit # W526, 
with his partner Deputy Reyes. On June 03, 2004, they responded to the area of 27" Street East and 
Avenue R-6 regarding a Deputy involved shooting, that had just occurred. They drove to 25" Street 
East and Avenue R-6 where Detective Minster was detaining Witness J They then drove to 
Deputy Castillo’s location and transported him to where Minster was detaining I Castillo 
positively identified m the person he chased and shot at. 


Deputy Gillis and Reyes recognized Witness [EPs a person they had previously arrested for 

possession of a loaded firearm. isa known “Brown Pride Sureno” street gang member, who 

goes by the moniker of Deputy Gillis visually checked m observed that 
clothing was disheveled and covered in dirt.

Deputy Minster told Deputy Gillis that he (Deputy Minster) advised Witness [of his Miranda 


rights and that D waived his rights. as very cooperative and agreed to show 
Deputy Gillis and Reyes where he tossed the gun. Unit 260S (Sergeant Daniel Ross, 
accompanied them as howed them where he hid the weapon. The blue steel revolver was 


found laying in a small shrub in the field (desert). The revolver was located approximately 50 feet 
west of the rear a | LE appeared to be loaded (rounds observed in the 
cylinder). 


Deputy Baker responded to the location of the recovered handgun and guarded it pending the arrival 
of Sheriff's Crime lab personnel.

DETECTIVE MINSTER 
On June 03, 2004, Detective Minster wrote a supplemental report (EXHIBIT B - Detective Minster 
supplemental report). The following is a synopsis of that report: 
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Deputy Minster is assigned to Palmdale station as a detective. On June 03, 2004, he responded to 
25" Street East and Avenue R- 8 regarding a deputy involved shooting, armed suspect running from 
deputies call. Detective Minster stopped on 25" Street east at approximately Avenue R-6, on the 
eastside of the street. As he illuminated the desert with his vehicle's headlights and spot light, he saw 
Witness MM from behind a large bush. The bush was approximately 40-50 feet away. 
Detective Minster held at gun point and requested assisting units respond. | XS taken 
into custody without incident. 


f his Miranda rights, which he understood and waived. 

old Minster that he is on| He was in a vehicle with 
his friends when the deputies pulled them over. was afraid because he was in possession of 
a loaded gun, so he exited the vehicle and ran. He dropped the gun as he was running and had to stop 
to pick it up. After picking up the gun, he continued running until he ran into the desert, dropping 
the gun by a wall. 


Detective Minster Advised Witnes 


Deputy Gillis then removed Witness [from Detective Minster’s vehicle and placed him in his 
(Deputy Gillis’ vehicle). Minster told Gillis that he advised B his Miranda rights. 


DETECTIVE MARK MARBACH 

Detective Marbach is assigned to O.S.S. and works at Palmdale Station. On June 03, 2004, he 
responded " — 37 assist in the investigation of an officer involved shooting. He 
documented his actions in a supplemental report (EXHIBIT B). Marbach also interviewed and 
photographed Witness [The interview was tape recorded. The photographs are documented 
as Exhibit F. The following is a synopsis of Detective Marbach’s report: 


Detective Marbach interviewed | RG resides "n  —— | 
Witness MR tated that he was standing on the sidewalk in front of i 
[watching deputies conduct a traffic stop on 27" Street, which was north of his location. 
saw a male Hispanic run south on 27" Street toward him. The male Hispanic was being 
pursued on foot, by two deputies. MEN. the deputies yell “stop,” but stated the male 
Hispanic continued running. The male Hispanic passed within ten feet ofl did 
not notice if the male Hispanic had a gun in his hand. When the deputies passed he heard 
and saw "the bald one" (Deputy Castillo) fire, two or three rounds from his gun. 


Witness| hen pointed out where he saw Deputy Castillo fire his gun stated that 
p puty g 


Castillo was on the west side of the street, about twenty-five yards south of him, just south of a 
white Plymouth Neon, which was parked on the westside of the street, when he fired his first rounds. 


Witness EB said that the male Hispanic and the deputies continued running south on 27" 
Street. He saw the male Hispanic turn right (west) and run into the desert. Deputy Castillo (described 


by Witness s the bald one) fired two or three more rounds in the direction of the 
male Hispanic, did not notice whether the male Hispanic turned and pointed a gun at the 
deputies. 
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Detective Marbach interviewed jho resides with Witness i 
at Witness ted that she was sitting on the front 
porch, in a swing, at when she heard Wine EBay deputies were 


chasing someone. She walked over to the sidewalk in front of the residence to see what was going 
on. She observed a male with dark clothes and a bald head run by with two deputies following him. 

did not notice if the male Hispanic was carrying a gun, neither did she hear anyone 
yelling. After the male Hispanic and the two deputies passed by, she heard two gun shots. She saw 
one of the deputies fire his gun but did not know which one. The male Hispanic kept running. She 
then heard two more gun shots. After the second set of shots, saw the deputies walking 
back to their patrol vehicle, north on 27" Street East. 


Detective Marbach checked the lighting conditions around the area of (the 
location of um IE e observed the area in front of 

did not have exterior residential lighting, nor did it have a street light. The closest street light 
was on the opposite side of the street north of the location. 


Detective Marbach went to Lancaster Station to interview Witness MM e interview was tape 
recorded EI admitted to running from the deputies and possessing a loaded firearm, 

stated that as he ran from the deputies, he held the gun in his left hand. While running from the 
deputies, he turned toward them twice to look at them. Each time he turned toward the deputies, they 
shot at him. The first time | — mum toward the deputies, he was running from them and turned 
toward his left to see them. The deputies then shot at him. He continued running into the desert. As 
he ran into the desert, he ran adjacent to a wall. He turned toward his right to look at the deputies. 
The deputies again shot at MC tec that he did not shoot at the deputies, but could see how 
the deputies thought he was pointing the gun at them.

DEPUTY ERNESTO DE ARMAS

The deputies asked them where they lived, then told them to 
pull over because they wanted to talk to "o - they drove south on 27" Street East and 
stopped the vehicle just south of Avenue R-6. As the vehicle came to a stop, he heard Witness 

ay "ah shit." Hb pened the rear driver’s side passengers’ door and exited the vehicle, 
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dropping a handgun as he exited AN down, picked up the handgun and ran south on Avenue 
27" Street East. The deputies then pursued him. 


The suspect driver made a U-turn and drove east on Avenue R-6. Witness o the driver 

to let him out of the vehicle. They drove to the intersection of 30" Street East and Avenue R-6, 

mos GIR the Vehicle Rn west through a school and back to his house on 

Avenue R-3. He hid in the bushes in front of his house as he watched deputies search the area. 
said that he hid because he was afraid he would be taken to jail due to Witness 

having a handgun. 


Witness oua not or would not provide information on the other occupants of the vehicle. 
He reiterated that he and Witness | GG picked up at his house and that he did not know the 
occupants of the vehicle. 


DEPUTY MICHAEL CULVER 

Deputy Culver is assigned to the Lancaster G.E.T. On June 03, 2004, he responded to the 37600 
block of 27" Street East, to interview residents regarding an officer involved shooting. The results 
of his interviews are contained in a supplemental report (EXHIBIT C - Deputy Culver's 
supplemental report). The following is a synopsis of that report:

The results of their interviews are contained in a supplemental 
report (Deputy Morgan’s supplementary report - Exhibit C). The following is a synopsis of that 
report:

Witness tated that she heard two gunshots north of her residence. She did not hear or see 
anything else. 


Deputy Morgan stated that no other residents on the east side of the street saw or heard anything else. 
The two following residences did not answer the door and did not appear to be home.

Deputy Mulder booked the blue bandana into evidence (See Deputy Mulder’s supplementary 
report - Exhibit C).

STATEMENTS 


WITN 

On August 13, 2004, Internal Affair's Bureau Sergeant Key interviewed iuum | 
at Barry Jay Juvenile Hall. as advised that this was an administrative interview and not a 
criminal interview. He was further advised that he did not have to answer any questions he was 
uncomfortable answering. The interview was tape recorded. The following is a summation of that 
interview: 


Witness EE ated that on June 03, 2004, he and three other persons were passengers in the 
suspect vehicle. MEM said that he was seated on the driver's side rear when they were stopped by 
deputies. When the vehicle stopped, he jumped out of the vehicle and the gun fell out of his pocket 
and onto the street. The gun was wrapped in a blue bandana {picked the gun up and ran. Both 
Deputies chased him. 


Witness stated that although he is right-handed, he carried the gun by its barrel, and held it 
in his left hand as he ran. He heard one of the deputies say “shoot him.” While running at full speed, 
he looked over his right shoulder, never fully turning his body. He stated the reason he looked back 
was to see where the deputies were. The deputies then shot at him. He denied pointing his gun at 
the deputies or in their direction. He also denied turning around and running backwards. He stated 
that when he turned and looked behind him, the gun continued facing in a forward direction. His 
body only turned slightly, not all the way around. 


Witness tated that he tripped and stumbled as he ran along the side of a gate and then into 
the desert. As he tripped, he turned and laid on the wall. The deputy then shot at him. He tossed the 
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gun and continued running into the desert. He stated that even when he fell he did not turn toward 
the deputy. 


After being arrested, Witness [took the deputies into the desert and showed them where he 
hid the gun. He stated that he felt the deputies shot at him because he was running with the gun in 
his hand. 


wess A 
On August 12, 2004, Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Key telephoned Witness | 
The interview was tape recorded. The following is a summation of that interview: 


Witness DE that on the day of the incident she saw a police car drive down her street. 
Shortly thereafter, she saw deputies running south down the street with their guns drawn. The 
deputies were by a driveway across the street from her.

INJURIES: 

Deputy Hines aggravated and old injury to his right knee while chasing Subject Neither 
Deputy Castillo nor Subject was injured during the incident. 

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 


LASD Scientific Services Forensic Identification Specialist Donna Brandelli photographed the 
incident scene. Additionally, photographs of the recovered weapon, expended shell casings, and a 
street sign were taken. (For further on the evidence, see Exhibit D (Crime lab reports) and 
Exhibit E (Crime lab photographs). 


INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS: 
I observed Deputy Castillo and Heins’ radio car parked just south of Avenue R-6, next to the west 
curb line of 27" Street East, facing south. 


There were two expended shell casings (Luger 9mm) laying in the street, approximately three feet 
east of the west curb line, of Three other shell casings (mm Luger) were 
laying in the desert, just south of adjacent to a wooden fence. 

I observed what appeared to be a dent or nipple in a yellow rectangular street sign, which reads 


“Pavement Ends.” The street sign is located at the end of 27" Street East. The nipple was possibly 
caused by a bullet fired from Deputy Castillo’s gun. I also observed a blue steel handgun layin 


a plant in the desert. The hand gun was approximately 50 feet west of the rear yard of| 
[The handgun appeared loaded and was neither rusty nor dirty.

WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 

Deputy Castillo used his Department issued Beretta 9mm handgun. A check of Deputy Castillo’s 
firearm revealed that he had one live 9mm Luger round in the chamber and ten live Luger rounds 
in his magazine. 


WEAPON USED BY SUSPECT 
Blue steel revolver, “Miroku,” model 38, serial E- six live rounds. 
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
